The marriage, which took place 
in Washington, was a brilliant affair, 
by President and Mrs. Roose- 
velt. Among the wedding gifts was 
the house at 972 5th avenue, which 
ythe Whitneys still have. 


Put Wealth at $300,000,000. 

Mr Whitney was for many years a 
power in financial circles, although 
comparatively little was heard of him 
in that field. He was an active philan- 
thropist in a generous, but unostenta- 
tious way, so that almost nothing was 
known of his benefactions. 

Wall street estimates his wealth as 
more than $300,000,000, basing the esti- 
mate on the income tax payments that 
Mr. Whitney made for the years 1924 
and 1925. In 1924 he paid $2,041,951 
in taxes, being in that year the. third 
largest individual income tax payer in 
the country, only Henry Ford and John 
D. Rockefeller ranking above him.

COUNTY ASKED-TO ADD 
1,674 ACRES TO FOREST 
PRESERVES THIS YEAR 


Addition of 1,674 acres to the forest 
preserves during 1927 was recommend- 
ed to county officials yesterday by 
the citizens’ advisory committee. The 
sddition would provide a forest belt 
660 feet wide linking various tracts 
of the present preserves. On this 
belt will eventually be built automo- 
bile roads, bridle paths and walks, 
according to plans.

FLOODS RISE 


Refuse to Leave in Red 


New Orleans, May 25.—@)-- 
Fleets of boats were assembled in the 
area inundated by the break in the 
Atchafalaya river levee at McRea, 
Pointe Coupee parish, tonight to aid 
those who have refused to leave in the 
face of warnings of their danger. 

Hundreds of persons in the parish 
clung to their homes as the flood 
waters moved upon them. One hun- 
dred and fifty square miles of land had 
been inundated since the break early 
Tuesday. All dry lands between the 
Atchafalaya and the Mississippi river 
levees ten miles to the east had dis- 
appeared today. The fear that many 
of the flood victims might be cut off 
caused relief agencies to mobilize the 


A railroad was commandeered by 
John M. Parker, flood relief dictator, 
te remove 56,000 persons from Ibervilie 
parish, south of Pointe Coupee, but 
they, too, refused to leave. . 

Mr, Parker was informed that 125 
persons in the vicinity of the McCrea

IMMUNITY FOR SMALL. 

The'house judiciary committee has reported out 
the governor's immunity bath bill with the recom- 
mendation that it pass. The vote for it was 26 to 
4L. The privilege of free speech was used in the 
eommittee and Mr. Small was described by oppo- 
sition speakers in the plainest ‘terms which have 
yet been applied publicly to him. The people of 
Illinois may be shock proof. It is highly probable 
that they are. In a less experienced and less in- 
G@urated people a sense of outrage would be strong. 
It is evident that a majority of the judiciary com- 
mittee believe that the granting of immunity to the 
governor, will be accepted as a routine execution of 
administration policy and will be undemonstra- 
tively received. 

Section 4 of Article IV. of the Illinois constitu- 
tion reads: “No person who has been or hereafter 
shall be convicted of bribery, perjury, or other in- 
famous crime, nor any person who has been or may 
be a collector or holder of public moneys, who shall 
not have accounted for and paid over, according to 
law, all such moneys due from him, shall be eligible 
te the general assembly, or to any office of profit 
or trust in this state.” 

The Supreme court held Small liable for public 
‘money collected and withheld by him. The amount 
for which he is liable is now being aScertained in 
court. | 

The means of throwing out an unqualified officer, 
by other than tegisiative processes which were 
nullified by Small's control of the legislators, is .pro- 
vided in the quo warranto statute which reads that 
im case any person unlawfully hod any office “ the 
attorney general or state’s attorney of the proper 
county, either of his own accord or at the instance 
of any individual relator, may present a petition to | 
any court of record of competent jurisdiction, or 
any judge thereof jn vacation, for leave to file an 
information in the nature of a quo warranto in the 
name of the people of the state of Illinois. If such 
@ court or judge shall be satisfied that there is a 
probable ground for the proceeding the court or 
judge may grant the petition and order the infor- 
mation to be filed and the process to issue.” 

Thus Small's disqualification could: have been 
presented in court in a suit to oust him and hence 
the bill which the house judiciary committee has 
reported for passage, amending the statute by add- 

* However, no writ shall issue nor judgment of 
ouster be entered to oust any person from any of 
the following offices, created by the constitution: 
members of the ‘genera] assembly, judges (where 
the office is created by Article VI of the consti- 
tution), governor, lieutenant governor, seqretary of 
estate, auditor of public accounts, state treasurer, 
superintendent of public instruction, and attorney 
general.” 

What the majority of twenty-six did on the house

THE MANDATORY 
INDETERMINATE 
FRANCHISE. 


One of the bills introduced at Springfield at the 
request of Mr. Insull and the other traction com- 
pany officials says that Chicago ‘hereafter may 
grant only one kind of franchise to any traction 
company. That kind of franchise is called in the 
bill an indeterminate permit. It gives the company 
which receives it the right to use the streets in 
perpetuity. The city can terminate the grant by 
proving that the company is failing to give ade- 
quate service or by byying out the property. 
Practically, that means, we suspect, that the permit 
can be terminated only by purchase. 

At present the city may grant permits for no 
longer than twenty years. That period has been 
found too short for sound financing. Mr. Insull 
wants the legislature to say to Chicago that the 
extension must be to the end of time. It may be 
that indeterminate permits are desirable for some 
or all of the traction lines in Chicago. There is 
much to be said for the indeterminate permit, but 
we believe it is unwise to force the city to grant 
that kind of a franchise and only that kind 
Rather, the legislature should grant the city power 
to issue indeterminate franchises if it wishes to 
do so. 

There is always this danger in an indeterminate 
franchise: the equipment of the company may be- 


Nevertheless, the city can rid itself of the nuisance 
only by the purchase of the properties at a price 
out of all relation to current value. The city may 
be obliged to pay a fancy price for junk. No other 
private enterprise enjoys such a privilege. When 
its equipment is obsolete the taxpayers cannot be 
forced to take it over as if it were new and up, 
to-date. 

The legislature should not close the door to inde- 

terminate franchises, but it should not close the 
door to other types of franchise either. If this 
bill becomes law, the city’s power to bargain with 
Mr. Insul]l and his associates on behalf of the car 
riders is largely dissipated. The car companies 
want indeterminate franchises above all else. Per- 
petual grants make the problems of finance simple 
because they leave no doubt of the tenure of com- 
panies which receive them. The companies can 
and should be made to pay a price in extensions 
and bettered service for such permits if for no 
other reason than the increased ability to extend 
and improve which an indeterminate franchise 
makes possible. In general the longer the term 
of a franchise the more the car riders should be 
guaranteed under it. Mr. Insull wants to go into 
‘conference with city officials on the terms of a new 
franchise with the city obliged to give the longest 
possible term and Insull obliged to give nothing 
at all in return. 
Mr. Insull may be conceded to be a builder and 
not a wrecker of public utilities, but it must not be 
forgotten that he will not live forever. « The fran- 
chise which he may obtain under this bill may live 
forever. | 


OUR RUSSIAN POLICY 
JUSTIFIED. 


The British cabinet has announced its determi- 
nation to sever diplomatic relations with Russia. 
There is reason to believe that France may soon 
take similar action. The British decision was 
based upon abuse by the Russians of their diplo- 
matic privileges. The Russians, it is charged, used 
their foothold in London as a base for revolution- 
ary activities in many parts of the British empire. 
Some of the evidence upon which the cabinet 
acted was obtained by the British secret service in 
the recent raid on the Russian trading agency in 
London. 


Our state department has been upbraided fre- 
quently for its refusal to recognize Russia. Rec- 
ognition of a government, we have been reminded, 
is not to be interpreted as approval of its conduct 
or the theories upon which it was established. 
The state department was reminded that Russian 
political theories and practices were as distasteful 
to Americans when Russia was ruled by the czars 
as today. 

So far as the theories go that is probably true. 
So far as the practices are concerned, and particu- 
larly the practices of the Russian foreign office, 
the argument has no weight whatsoever. Imperial 
Russia was not engaged in a continuing effort to 
overthrow this government. It did not use its 
embassies in Latin America as’ bases for anti- 
American propaganda and action. There was small 
reason to fear that the Russian or in 
Washington under the old régime would use his 
diplomatic immunity to cloak subversive activities. 
The British ‘government reéstablished diplomatic 
relations with Russia because British commercial 
interests saw recognition as the opening wedge for 
British trade in the Russian market. Commercial 
and manufacturing interests in this country have 
pleaded for récognition on the same ground. It 
must now be apparent that any trade advantages. 
which may have resulted were not worth the price 
Great Britain had to pay for them. Our govern.) 
ment showed itself wiser than the British. We 
have not been taken in.

CAUSE AND EFFECT.

A recent phase in the effort to recover from Len 
Small’s firm clutch funds declared by the Supreme 
court of this state to be due the people of Lilinois 
and aggregating $1,000,000 denotes that Len must 
reimburse the state treasury to that amoubt. 
If he must pay back the money, the inference is 
that he withheld it. The fact of his having levied 


about $2,000,000 gives added weight to the inference 
that he withheld from the state treasury the funds 
that he must now perforce pay back. 

In the teeth of the probability that Smal] must 
now reimburse the state treasury the funds alleged 
to have been withheld by him comes the intimation 
that Small’s powerful crew of henchmen in the state 
legislature is seeking to repeal the law that in effect 
renders Smal! ineligible to hold the office of governor 
or any other office of trust or emolument in state 
régime. 

Presumably Small will pay the money withheld by 
him back into the state treasury. That doesn’t mean 
anything to him. He doubtiess has far more than 
the required amount in the “ protective” fund collect- 
ed by him from a horde of payroliers.,

SEWER AIR OFFENSIVE 
BUT NOT HARMFUL. 


T a recent meeting of the state 
| medical society Dr. W. 8. Bain- 

bridge entertained an audience 

with a discussion of the “ Funda- 
mental Causes of Disease.” He used as 
a text the story of the play“ The. Servant 
in the House.” It is true he used this 
theme symbolically, but he failed to cor- 
rect an error in this play which some one 
should correct. . 

The main theme of “The Servant in 

the House” is the virtue of humble, 
homely, self-sacrificing service—service 
for service's sake. But it builds its ser- 
mon around an error whieh has too long 
gone uncorrected. For a certain reason 
a great showy church is built for a peo- 
ple. But in the building of the church a 
pipe to the sewer is left untrapped and 
sewer gas fiows into the air of the 
church. ‘Those who go to the altar to 
worship are made sick by breathing the 
sewer gas.. The servant of the house 
sacrifices himself. Finally the pipe is 
cleaned and perhaps trapped. No sewer 
gas escapes and all is well. 
The play is fine and dramatic. It puts 
over a fine point in ethics. Incidentally, 
however, it helps to keep alive an old 
fetish, one that should have been buried 
in lime a long time ago. 
There is no such thing as sewer gas, 
properly speaking. The term is no longer ) 
used in good public health circles. We 
now speak of sewer air. Sewer air is 
just ordinary air containing varying 
quantities of gases formed in the course 
of decomposition of organic matter. ~ 
Those who have learned to recognize 
the scale of odors of sewer air are 
esthetically offended by it. .They don’t 
think it smells nice. Those who have 
been trained to fear it are sometimes 
made sick, not so much by the poisons 
it contains as by worry, anxiety, and fear 
lest it poison them. 


} 


Research has shown that the dosage of 
decomposition gases found in the sewer 
air is not poisonous. Bacterial analyses 
of sewer air show that it contains no 
more diphtheria or other bacteria than 
other air does. Men who work in sewers 
and breathe concentrated sewer air much 
of the time are about as healthy as the 
average men. Plumbers who spend some 
of their time doing detective work against 
sewer air and swatting it when they find 
it, are healthy as well as wealthy. 

The old notions, about diphtheria and 
other diseases being due to sewer gas 
have been knocked into a cocked hat. 
In the light of all this, it is bad that 
the writer of the powerful sermon: “ The 
Servant in the House,” did not select 
another text.
